The old hunter was a prisoner 
with them for some months, bnt fiually 
made his escape audcame home through 
the trackless woods ss straight as the 
wild pigeon flies. He waa ever on the 
watch to ward off the Indian inroads, 
and to follow the war i*rties and try to 
reaone the prisoners. 

Once his own daughter and two other 
girls who were with her were carried 
• a band of Indians. Bonne col- 
lected some friends aud followed tbem 
ily for two days and a night; then 
came to where the Indians bad 
killed a buffalo cslf and were cam|>ed. 
Firing from a little distance they shot 
two Indians, and, rushing in, rescued 
the girla. 

On another occasiou, when Boone 
hod goue to visit a salt lick with his 
brother, the Indians ami ' 
and shot the latter. Boone himself es- 
caped, but the 1 1. din,.- followed him for 
three miles hy the aid of a tracking 
dog, until Boone turned, shot the dog, 
and then eluded his pursuers. In com- 
pany with Simon Kenton and many ol 
the noted hunters and wilderness war- 
he once and again took part in 
perilous expeditions into the Indian 

ry. Twice bauds of Indians, 
compained by French, Tory and Brit- 
ish partisans from Detroit, bearing the 
Hag of Great Britian, attacked Boones- 
borougb. In each case Boone aud bis 
fellow-settlers beat them off with loss.
